Dereliction in performance of its 
duty at the state farm, with special 
emphasis on its alleged laxity in the 
case of Abe Powers’ escape, is 
charged to the prison board in a 
report adopted without an opposing 
vote by the penitentiary committee 
of the house of representatives in 
executive session Monday night. 

The report is the result of the 
committee’s findings at the annual 
inspection of the state penitentiary 
on July 23. The report in its orig- 
inal form, as prépared by a subcom- 
mittee of five appointed by Chair- 
man Perryman, was adopted fol- 
lowing failure to accept a substitute 
report offered by Representative 
Williams of Walton. 

Sweeping recommendations for 
observance and maintenance of the 
state penitentiary on the plane of 
efficiency as required by law, were 
also incorporated in the measure, 

Abide by the Law. 

It was recommended. that the 
prison commission in future abide 
by the prison laws and regulations, 
which, it was charged, has not Been 
the case in the past. 

Appointment of a subcommittee

| bration of the landing of the Pil- 
grims, the president declared his 
fervent hope that the principles of 
toleration’ and liberty for which our 
fathers crossed the Atlantic might 
soon aWakén a new world era in 
which peace and understanding 
would be assured: among the’ ga-} 
tions. He referred in particular to 
the nation’s effort toward disarma- 
ment, asserting his faith. that the 
movement would succeed. 

With his tribute to the Pilgrims, 
Mr. Harding linked a eulogy to the 
achievements of the English speak- 
ing race everywhere and declared 
he was convinced that tige mission’) 
of the race would encompass even 
greater things than it had yet ac- 
complish. The leadership of the 
English speaking peoples in the 
présent world crisis, he said, could 
not be denied nor doubted by any 
one.

TAX ON FERTILIZER 
INSPECTION RAISED 


Bill Increasing This Cost 
Provides That $100,000 


Be Given the State Bu-

After the house of representatiyes 
Monday afternoon had passed a 
bill raising the inspection tax on 
ferth.zer from T0 to 30 cents per 
ton J. W. Culpepper, chairman of 
the house subcommittee on ways 
and means, announced that the ap- 
propriations committee will this 
morning submit to the house a gen- 
eral appropriations bill which, in 


@ubstance, is the same as the 1919 


appropriations bill and which does 
not cut appropriations of state in- 
stitutions and county farm demon- 
straton agents. 

The committee, in session several 
days ago, decided to recommend to 
the house a general reduction of 
5 per cent in funde for educational 
institutfons, and to eliminate the 
state appropriation to be used with 
the federd] fund provided by the 
Smith-Lever act for the work of 
county farm demonstration. agents. 

This decision was greeted by a 
storm of protest, and such strong 
pleas for full appropriations for. 
educationat “ifetitations “and farm 
demonstrators have. been made that 
the committes--M& Culpepper 
stated, nas reconsidered , orig- 
inal decision and will present the 
1919 bill upon which the house may 
take its own action. 

7 Will Provide Funds. 

This later action of the commit- 
tee tends to allay the fear of many 
Georgians that the farm demonstra- 
tlon agents would be dispensed with, 
and, is approved by the assembly, 
assures the farm bureau of funds 
with which to aid agricultural in- 
terests in marketing crops.

John N. Holder, former speaker of 
the house of representatives and 
candidate for governor in the last 
primary, will be appointed by Gov- 
ernor Thomas W. Hardwick to suc- 
ceed Dr. Charles N. Strahan as 
chairman of the state highway com- 
mission, when the latter’s term ex- 
pires next January, or should he 
resign .during the § intervening 
period. Mr. Holder willing is to 
accept the position. 

This announcement came from an 
official source Monday night, and 
it was learned that the chief ex- 
ecutive has already tendered the 
place to Mr. Holder. Should the for- 
mer speaker accept, he is expected 
by the governor to devite his 
entire time to the work of the 
commission, the governor having 
decided that, since such a large 
amount of business of so much im- 
portance is transacted by the com- 
mission, the present policy of de- 
voting only partial attention to the 
duties should be discontinued. 

D. Dell, at- 
torney for the state highway de- 
partment, declared that Governor 
Hardwick, under the law, has not 
the power to name a chairman of the 
commission but that leadership of

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HOOVER 15 READY 
TO FEED RUSSIANS 


Machinery Is at Work in 
Europe, But Americans 


Must First Be Freed by' 


Soviet Government. 


BY RALPH H. TURNER 

United News Staff Correspondent, 
Washington, August 1.—The first 
steps have been taken toward 
American relief of the Russian 
famine, but the attitude of the 
Harding administration toward the 
soviet regime—pDolitically. diplo- 
matically and economically—re- 


mains unchanged. 

With definite assurance from the 
soviet government that American 
prisoners wouki be released, Her- 
bert Hoover, head of the American 
reiief administration, immediately 
started the machinery of his or- 
ganization in Europe. 

This action, which provides the 
closest contact that has existed 
thus far between the United States 
and soviet Russia, already is pro- 
voking inquiries as to whether the 
relief move may not prove an “en- 
tering wedge” to a formal relation- 
ship between the United States and 
the soviet government. 

Result of Soviet Rule. 

In administration quarters, in- 
quiry meets the emphatic answer 
that the very conditions now call- 
ing for relief are the result. of 
soviet rule: The “collapse of a 
nation” is declared to be the pres- 
ent result of the “progressive im- 
overishment” which Secretary 
Hughes mentioned in his recent 
pronouncement of American policy 
toward trade with Russia. The 
present relief movement, it is ex- 
plained, is wholly humanitarian and 
has no relation to official policy. 
except in so far as Hoover’s stipu- 
lation for the release of imprisoned 
Americans was indorsed by the de- 
partment. 

Hoover has eabled Walter Lyman 
Brown, European director of the 
American relief administration, to 
proceed immediately from London 
to Riga. 

“It is of course to be assumed,” 
Hoover said, “that the prisoners will 
have been delivered out of Russia 
as demanded by the state depart- 
ment before you open discussions. 
You will recognize that such a 
course is the most primary evidence 
of willingness to assure life and 
property of our staff.” 

Hoover’s cable followed a message 
from M. Kameneff, chairman of the 
commission of the all-Russian cen- 
tral executive committee for help- 
ing the famine-stricken population. 
accepting the conditions stated in 
the original offer. The reply was 
transmitted through Maxim Gorky, 
who has acted as_ intermediary 
through al] the negotiations. 

Kameneff Accepts Terms. 


Kameneff’s reply said. 

“The Russian government has ac- 
quainted itself with the proposa) of 
Mr. Hoover, made in the name of 
the American Relief administration. 
and finds this proposal quite accept- 
able as a basis. including the Yelease 
of the American prisoners. The Rus- 
sian government considers it desir- 
able as soon as possible to fix the 


precise conditions on which this as- 
sociation will begin immediate rela- 
tions of its humane intentions to 
guarantee the feeding. “medical 
treatment and clothing of a million 
children and invalids.”’ 

The message requested :that Dt- 
rector Brown come immediately to 
Moscow, Riga or Reval to carry out 
the negotiations. 

The relief administration {s ready 
to begin its work. as soon as the 
Americans are saTfelv out of Russia. 
Food and other sufplies will he sent 
from Danzig. Relief will be con- 
ducted first, it is indicated. in Pet- 
rorzrad. Moscow and other. areas 
which are most accessihle. 

Advices indicate Russia is now at 
her lowest ebb, agriculturally And 
industrially. ; 

The sucgestion of Senator France 
for an American loan to 
finds litt!e support here. Remov- 
ing strictly political considerations, 
it is pointed out that the soviet re- 
gime scarcelv has the stabilitv to 
offer any substantial guarantees or 
security.

Mre. Rosa Lee Harris, 19 years 
old, sent a revolver shot into her 
right temple shortly after 4 o'clock 
Monday morning as she lay in bed 
beside her husband, IL. H. ‘Harris, 
of Decatur, and their 13-months- 
The suicide occurred at 
the home of the husband's parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Harrie, of 287 
Hemphill avenue. 

At the sound of the shot the hus- 
band awakened thinking a burglar 
was in the house and that he had 
been shot at. His mother, who had 
also been startled into wakefulness, 
hurried to the room to find oft what 
was wrong. On lighting a lamp 
they found the lifeless body of the 
woman lying beside that of the still 


sleeping boy. Death had been in- 
stanenous. In her hand wag a smal] 
pearl-handled revolver. 

At the coroner’s inquest held 
Monday afternoon a verdict of sui- 
cide, was returned by the coroner’s 
jury. Ill health and nervous pros- 
trati@n were supposed to be the 
cause. The case was investigated 
by Call Officers Barker and McWil- 
llams and later City Detectives Pow- 
ers and Lindsey. According to the 
statement made them by Mr. Har- 
ris, Mrs. Harris had not been in 
good health for some time, but that 
they had no intimation of a resolve 


on her sart to take her life. She 
had appeared to be in good spirits 
Sunday afternoon. 


Couple Had Been Happy. 


“We have been very happy to- 
gether,” Harris said. “I 
know why ehe did it. I can’t un- 
derstand,” he said, weeping bitterly 
as he held in his arms his boy, In- 
man, Jr. 

Neighbors and relatives question- 
ed at the inquest agreed.on the 
time and circumstances as told by 
the husband. They could . ~»not 
ascribe a cauee for the action of 
Mrs. Harris, declaring that the cou- 
Ple had appeared to be very con- 
genial and happy. 

Mrs. Harris had recently return- 
éd a visit to her parents in south 
Georgia. According to Miss Ruby 
Harris.’ a sister of the husband, 
who visited the couple Sunday aft- 
ernon, Mrs. Harris had shown her 
the revolver recently. X 

‘She seenig to be in good humor 
and I gave’’it no thought,” Miss 
Harris told reporters. “I said noth- 
gs about it.” ; 

he couple had accompanied the 
sister back to the home of the elder 
Harris to spend the night. It is 
said thaf Mrs. Harris commented 
upon the heat shortly before retir- 


ing. 
Statement by Harris. 

Mr. Harris, who is said to be 
associated with Turner & Everett, 
a well-known Decatur firm, made 
the following statement. 

es: was awakened about 4:30 
o’clock Monday morning by the re- 
port of a pistol. I jumped out of 
bed and found my wife lying on 
her side of the bed in a poo) of 
blood with a pistol in her hand. The 
pistol she shot herself with was 
my property and I thoughts had 
been stolen. 

“My wife returned Saturday from 
a visit to her parents. We decided 
to spend a few days with my fa- 
ther and mother. Sunday I asked 
my wife where my pistol was, ex- 
plaining to her that it was not 
where we kept it at home. She 
told me she didn’t know where it 
was and that somebody must have 
etolen it. When I saw it in her 
hand immediately after she had 
sent the bullet through her brain 
it was the first time I had seen 
it since qne had left to visit her 
parents. 

“She had been in ill health for 
a number of months, but since her 
return from her visit I thought 
she was much better. She was in 
exceptionally good humor Sunday, 
and etated that she was feeling 
much better. Out litéle son, Inman, 
Jr., was in bed beside her ‘when 
the shot was fired.”

Sat- 
urday Judge Humphries was in- 
formed that Brooks would be able to 
go to, the court and receive sen- 
tence, but later it was claimed that 
he would be unabte to attend Mon- 
day because of complications in his 
case, 

Neither Wyatt nor Hayes had 
anything to say before receiving 
sentence, although the father of 
Hayes asked the court for mercy. 
The elder Hayes was at one time 
employed at the county jail where 
his wife was matron. He was later 
employed at the state farm. 

In passing sentence Judge Hum- 
phries denounced the crime com- 
mitted by the prisoners, declaring 
it to be the equal of any “Jesse 
James job ever put over.” 

“You are entitled to no mercy and 
will get none,” said he. “I wil! 
give both of you ten to twenty 
years in the robbery case and leave 
the shooting cases undisposed of”

At the county police office Gantt 
said that he was with Brooks un- 
til shortly after 3 o’clock Monday 
marning and returned at 3:45 and 
found his prisoner gone. Hospital 
authorities were immediately noti- 
fied and a search begun.

Attempts te Get Vote. 

President Clay attempted to get 
the filibusters to agree to vote on 
the bill when it comes up again 
Tuesday as the wrangle jis blocking 
important legislation. Senator John- 
ny Jones, of the thirty-eeventh, de-4« 
clared the filibuster which has been 
in evidence for the past three days 
is a disgrace and an gutrage upon 
the people of the state, preventing | 
many important measures from be- 
ing acted on and costing the state 
several thousand dollars. 

In view of the fact that a report 
of the rules committee was adopt- 
ed for the few remaining days of 
the session whereby debate on all 
questions is limited to ten minutes 
for each senator the proponents of 
the bill called into play ten of their 
faction to consume the time of the 
session by speaking coneecutively.

We generously did 
not object. : 

“On last Thursday at 12:35 o'clock, 
realizing again that they had lost, 
the proponents of the bill began an 
unreasonable filibuster, which even 
in the face of their own waning 
strength, they have carried to an 
outrageous point of stubbornness. 

“There is no principle which will 
justify this extended, hopeless fili- 
buster, which ts forming an  ob- 
stacle that may prove fatal to the 
hopes of avoiding an extra session. 
The responsibility for this action 
has been so clearly and fully fixed 
upon certain shoulders that their 
dexterous effort, as they go down 
in defeat, to transfer the blame to 
the senator who have fought for a 
vote since the bill was brought up 
two weeks ago, Nd a matter for our 
utter contempt.” 


PRESIDENT LAUDS 
ENGLISH PEOPLES

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“eed of the week at Secretary’ Weeks’ 
place. 

Characterizing the international 
situation as**more than promising,” 
the president asserted in his speech 
that the seed of common tolerdnce 
and understanding planted by vur 
fathers here was beginning to bear 
fruit a thousand foid in the relatiqns 
between nations. 

“A new hope 'looms today,” said 
the president; “we are slowly but 
very surely recovering from the 
wastes and sorrows anu utter disar- 
rangements of a cataclysmical war. 
Peace is bringing its new assurance, 


and penitent realization and insistent 


conscience will preserve that peace. 
Our faith is firmer that war’s causes 
may be minimized and overburden- 
ing armament may be largely dimin- 
ished. And these, too, without sur- 
render of the nationality which has 
inspired or the good conscience 
which has defended. 


Prospect Promising. 


“The internatonal prospect is more 
than promising and the distress and 
depression at home are symptomatic 
of early recovery. Svulvent financial- 
ly, sound economically, unrivaled in 
genius, unexcelled in industry, reso- 
lute in determination and unwaver- 
ing in faith, these United States will 
carry on.” : 

In the course of his speech Mr.' 
Harding praised particularly the part 
religious freedom and other New 
England traditions had played in 
developmen* of the nation. He also 
took occasion to deplore the common 
tendency to concentrate govern- 
mental authority in Washington and 
to reaffirm his faith in religion as 
an essential élement of good govern- 
ment. 

The president said in part: 

“It is not too much to say that the 
three centuries which have passed 
since men of our race came here 
to found a new state have been the 
most momentous and the most preg- 
nant in all the progress of human 
kind. 

“To this and the Virginia shore 
were transplanted the seeds of repre- 
sentative democracy, the new ideals 
of nationality through association 
and representation, and there has 
developed seemingly the most de- 
pendable form of popular govern- 
‘mé@nt ever witnessed in the world. 


Reign of Public Opinion. 


“Whether we reflect upon the re- 
straints upon freedom which the 
fathers imposed or Maesure the 
broader liberty under the law of to- 
day, here began the reign of depend- 
able public opinion, which unfailing- 
ly ‘ig the law of highest civilization. 

ne may not say whether the Puri- 
fans at home would have been able 
to work Out such a system if there 
had been no American colonies and 
the colontal infleunceg to react upon 
the mother country. Doubtless the 
English revolution, which came soon 
after the settlement at Plymouth, 
would have come even had there 
been no settlement here, no Massa- 
chusetts bay colony,’ no Virginia 
Plantation. But i* is easy to believe 
that in the long struggle after the 
restoration the fruits of the revolu- 
tion, the strengthened parliamentary 
institutions and the restrictions of 
royal prerogative were helped by 
the influences of colonial democracy. 

“No one will ever dispute the 
large part New England played iz 
the rearing of new standards of 
freedom, The early struggles here 
were contemporaneous with the 
making of modern. British consti- 
tutionalism and the new world bea- 
con was an incentive and an in- 
spiration across the sea, and today 
old world and new join in rejoicing 
at the ends achieved. The begin- 
ning of American revolution may 
fairly be traced the larger part -of 
a century from the date we com- 
moniy fixed for: it, to the great 
town meeting the Old South 
church, o which was submitted the 
question whether the colony would 
assent to the charter reorganiza- 


cal. tyrasiy On the. het rewulpna:

“The. met and women who came 
here to found tn a wilderness across 
a thousand leagues of ocean waste, | 
a hew state, came with high and 
conscious purpose of achieving a 
great human end. Out of their 
voluminous letters, memoirs, public 
records and historical writings we 
constantly get the impression of 
their deep conviction that they had 
been called as divine instruments 
to accomplish a work of supremest 
significance. 

“Hand of men alone did not build 
what was founded here; it was 
but the visible sign, the human 
symbol, of a purpose which we 
may not understand, but for whose 
be.weficence all men must give trib- 
ut: of praise and voice undying 
gratitude. We may speculate and 
conjecture. We may seek to frame 
laws of human (relationship by 
which to account for such results 
as here have beeh wrought, but 
at last we will hawe to recognize 
that they are not for us to ex- 
plain. 
English Liberty. 

“Thé English-speaking race had 
hardly established itself in true 
character as the foremost exponent 
of liberal institutions when it be- 
gan to distribute itself among the 
wildernesses of the earth. Even 
before liberty had.been secured for 
the mother couptry, its soldiers 
were adventuring into distant parts 
carrying their ambitions with them. 
“The cammunity of free people 
of our race, whether in Europe or 
America, in Africa or Australia, 
under the northern or the southern 
skies, was begun when Jamestown 
and Plymouth were founded. It 
has carried its ideals wherever it 
has set its standard, It has won 
recognition of those ideals as the 
basis of social eonduct, of commu- 
nity relations, throughout’ the 
world. Its work is not finished, 
but, pray God, it has come tri- 
umphantly through its determining 
ordeal. It comes forth from that 
test, nerved and heartened for fur- 
ther tasks; confident, assured, re- 
liant. None questions either its 
Place or its right of leadership; 
few doubt its destiny to establish, 
under that divine guidance which 
it has ever recognized, the splendid 
structure of human brotherhood in 
peace and understanding, 

“The prospectives of history are 
not safely to be judged save from the 
loftieést peaks of human experience. 
It is the dearly bought privilege 
of our generation to stand. on one 
of those heights of the long ages, 
to look back over the pathways 
by which we have come thus far, 
to see clear 7 what have been the 
main travel. 4 roads and what the 
by-paths. If we will but let our 
minds record that which our eyes 
tell us we will note that the wide- 
spreading landscape behind us is 
now vastly changed. It is not what 
it seemed when we were passing 
through it. * We see that some of 
the routes which we supposed were 
the high roads of progress, were 
the futile ways of wasted effort. 
Others, which in the journey’s heat 
and toil we counted only as its 
marches of anguish, we recognize 
as the short cuts that carried us 
quickly to loftier levels and safer 
positions. Meg 
Unshaken Confidence. 


“We stand today before the un- 
known, but we look to. the future 
with confidence unshaken. There 
is no restracing; we must forever 
go on. We welcome the theories 
wrought out in new hope, but we 
cling to the assurance founded, on 
experience. All that is not bad; 
all that is to be will not be ideal, 
We cannot lift the veil to the fu- 
ture but we can’analyze and un- 
derstand what has gone before, It 
is good to keep our feet firmly on 
the earth though we gaze in high 
hope for human brotherhood and 
hizh attainments. 

“Just as the pilgrims had a prac- 
tical mind for material things amid 
effective pursuit of their higher 
ideals, 80 must we with our inheri- 
tence, 

“Just as these fathers drew to- 
gether toward ample authority to 
make the nation and still preserve 
the fréedom of these who compose 
it, so must we guard against the 
supreme centralization of power 
at home and the super-state for the 
world. More, we must combat the 
menace in the growing assumption 
that 'the state must support the 
people, for just government is 
merely the guaranty to the people 
of the right and opportunity of 
that people to support themselves. 
The one outstanding danger of to- 
day is the tendency to turn to 
Washington for the things which 
are the tasks or the duties of the 
forty-eight commonwealths which 
constitute the nation, Having 
wrought the nation as the central 
power of preservation and defense, 
bet us preserve it so. 

“Here was the early dedication 
to religious liberty and political 
freedom. It was a sublf{fme gift to 
posterity. We cannot better ex- 
press our reverence today than by 
sweeping aside the errors, the fail- 
ures, the disappointments, the be- 
trayals of our day, and plant here 
for all. America and all the world 
the standards of highest justice 
and real human brotherhood. This 
would add to the vojume of rejoic- 
ing on earth and give echo to the 
heavens of the nobler aspiration of 
united mankind. It would dim no 
torch of liberty which was lighted 
here, but would set the world 
aglow with new hopes, new confi- 
dences and new exaltation.”

OCEAN FREIGHTS 
ON COTTON DROP 


Ship Board Data Shows 
Heavy Decrease in 
Rates in Nine-Month 
Period.

Washington, August 1.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.) —Ocean 
freight rates on wheat and cotton 
moving from Atlantic ports of the 
United States to the United -King- 
dom were approximately 50 per cent 
lower on August 1, 1921, than on 
November i, 1920, according to a 
Statement compiled from data re- 


‘ceived by the United States depart- 


ment of agriculture from the Unit- 
ed States shipping board. This de- 
cline corresponds substantially to 
the price declines of those commod- 
ities during the same period, so that 
the ratio between the freight rates 
and prices remains relatively the 
same. 

The average price of cotton in 
New York for October, 1920, and 


for June, 1921, was $22.68 and $12 
per 100 pounds, respectively. In the 
absence of figures showing the av- 
erage ocean freight rate on cotton 
during those months,:-the rates in 
effect on November 1, 1920, and 
June 1, 1921, were‘ used in this com- 
pilation. The ocean freight rate to 
the United vig caters was $1.10 per 
100 pounds on November 1, 1920, or 
4.9 per cent of the value of the cot- 
ton as represented by the quotation 
On July 1, 1921, when 
the ocean freight .rate was 52% 
cents per 100 pounds, the ratio be- 
tween the freight rate and the price 
was 4.4 per cent. In other words; 


the ratio between the freight rate 
Vand the price of cotton was one- 


half of 1 per cent less than on No- 
vember 1, 1920. 
Other Declines Smaller. 

On November 1, 1920, No. 2 red 
wheat was quoted in New York at 
$2.3444 a bushel, and the ocean 
freight rate was 40 cents per 100 
pounds, ‘or at the rate of 24 cents 
a bushel, which represented 10.2 
per cent of the value of the wheat. 
On July 1, 1921, with No. 2 red 
wheat selling at $1.47% a bushel, 
the freight rate was 21 cents per 
100 pounds, 12.6 cents per bushel, 
or §.5 per cent of the value of a 
bushel of wheat. Both the price of 
wheat and the freight rate may be 
said to represent a fair average for 


une. 

The decline in the. rates and 
prices of other commodities was 
less marked. In the case of butter 
and cheese, the wholesale prices 
have declined approximately 44 per 
cent since last November. While 
the ocean freight rates on these 
commodities have fallen only from 
60 to 25 per cent.

WILL PUSH CHARGES, 
DECLARES CHAMBERS 


Charges against Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin will be ‘formally 
filed before the grand jury when it 
meets today—that is if Aldine 
Chambers has time to draw them 
up. If he hasn% he will file them 
Thursday. Such was the announce- 
ment he made as soon as he reached 
his office after a trip to New York. 

Mr. Chambers said that he was 
perfectly willing to take the entire 
responsibility for the investigation 
on his own shoulders... He had no 
idea of “passing the buck” to the 
grand jury, he said, when he asked 
that body to take action against 
the solicitor-general on its own 
initiative. 

Under the law he has to make the 
accusatiofis against the solicitor- 
general and accompany it with an 
affidavit. Then the foreman of the 
grand jury will ask the court ‘o 
name a special prosecutor to take 
charge of the inquiry. 

“I had hoped it would be possible 
for Floyd Woodward to appear be- 
fore the grand jury,” said he. “How- 
ever, since the grand jury has 
called upon me to institute formaily 
the charges embraced in my com- 
raunication, I shall make the neces- 
sary affidavit for its consideration 
at once. 

“The principal charge it will in- 
clude will be that Mr. Boykin has 
settled bonds for less than, their 
face value. There will 
charges as well, bearing out che 
general accusation that while wear- 
ing the mask of law enforcer Mr. 
BoyKin has gone beyond that func- 
tion and has violated the law him- 
self. I expect the grand jury to 
bring a true bill against the solici- 
tor-general.” 


‘SPACE PROBLEM ACUTE 


AT STATE UNIVERSITY 


Athens, Ga., August 1.—(Special.) 
According to statements issued 
Monday by University of Georgia 
officials, the enroliment at that in- 
stitution for the 1921-22 session will 
eclipse that of any previous session. 
Already the registrar and chairman 
of the entrance committee are 
flooded with applications for en- 
trance, and the problem of caring 
for the students that want to at- 
tend promises tov be an acute one. 

With only three small dormito- 
ries in which the male students may 
be housed and one dormitory for 
the girls and women who will at- 
tend the university this fall, the 
question of rooms for the 1,200 -or 
more students who will attend has 
already presented itself. 

In addition to the problem of 
rooming the students, that of suf- 
ficient and adequate class rooms 
has demanded the attention of those 
in whose charge this matter rests. 
In one department, for example, 
there were this past collegiate year 
enroll over 500 students with only 
two class rooms available for in- 
struction by that department. It 
is expected that the number who 
will enroll in this department dur- 
ing the 1921-22 session will be even 
greater and that likewise a number 
of other courses will have more de- 
mands made upon them this coming 
year than at any time in the past. 

The teaching staff of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia is greatly reduced 
because of the handicaps under 
whieh the institution is laboring as 
a result of the legislature of Geor- 
gia not providing it with tke suffi- 
cient funds unon which to operate. 
Within the past year 52 professors 
and instructors haye left because 
of the inability of the institution to 
pay salaries that would retain their 
services.

FAVORS MENTAL TESTS 
FUR YOUNG AUTOISTS 


“There are hundreds of adults in 
Atlanta who drive cars and yet have 
the mental age of children: of 12 
and 14 years old, so why should not 
a boy of 12 or 14 years, with a 
mental age of sixteen, be permit- 
ted to drive on the streets of At- 
lanta,” said Dr, A. T. Osbron, prom- 
inent psychologist, last night to a 
Constitution representative in dis- 
cussing the proposed city law to im- 
pose a maximum fine of $50 on all 
boys of less than sixteen, who are 
caught at the wheels of a machine. 

This law, which is- sponsored by 
the Atlanta Woman's club, was 
scheduled to come before city coun- 
cil Monday afternoon for discussion 
but was postponed at the request 
of Mrs. B. M. Boykin, president of 
the Atlanta Woman’s club, who was 
urged by Mrs. J..E. Andrews to 
await the -results of a mental] test 
of her son, J. E. Andrews, Jr, 

Dr.’ Osbron’s test was successful. 

The hoy, who is just past 13 years, 
was found to possess a!most the fn- 
telligence of a boy 17 year old. 

Two tésts were used. The Stanford: 
Revision of the Binet-Simon Test 
gave the boy a mental age of 16 
years, 10 1-2 months. The Indiana 
University Test decreed him to be 
16 years, 9 3-4 months old. 

“If a’system of mental tests were 
established in Georgia,” said Dr. Os- 
bron, “the state would save $1,000,- 
000, and Atlanta $150,000, yearly.’ 
Dr. Osbron and his friends hoge 
for an amendment to the proposed 
city law that will allow boys below 
16 years of age to drive if they 
stand a mental test and show an 
age of 16 years or better.
